Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious a catheter system that comprises: (i) 
a cap portion in rotational securement with a distal end of the catheter introducer, and 
(ii) an elastic tube, which is arranged about a rotational axis of the catheter introducer 
and fixedly attached to both the cap portion and the distal end of the catheter introducer, 
in combination with the other limitations recited in claim 1 . The prior art made of record 
did not disclose or render obvious a method of administering local anesthetic or other 
fluids to a nerve or plexus or nerves within a patient comprising the limitation of: wherein 
during or after the step of preloading a catheter, the method further comprises rotating 
the cap portion to wrap an inner surface of the elastic tube around an outer surface of 
the catheter, thereby reducing an inner diameter of the elastic tube to provide a 
continuous, fluid-tight seal around the outer surface of the catheter, thus permitting, if 
desired, axial and rotational movement of the catheter within the elastic tube without 
loss of the continuous, fluid-tight seal.
